In Year Of 1948 


ORLANDO, Dec. 23.—A $266,- 
000,000 farm crop in 1943 is the 
greatest crop ever produced in 
Florida, exceeding last year's crop 
by $70,000,000 William F. Calland- 
er, agricultural statistician, said 
Tuesday. f 

j_ Citrus and vegetables make up 
[80 per cent of the yearly total 
value of all crops produced, Cal 
lander said. 

He estimated the Value of the 
citrus crop now being picked, and 
barring severe freezes, as approxi- 
måtely $142,000,000, compared 
with $113,000,000 for the 1942-43 
season, and set the vegetable crop 
at more than $70,000,000, which 
compares with $47,000,000 the pre- 
vious year. ay

fused’ with farm’ income, Callander 
saidNearly all of the corn, oats,
